Alderman Corx.anp was greatly disappointed that the directors had not 
come forward this day with a declaration of a dividend. There was a surplus 
of 17,0001,, and, from the report, he understood the greatest part of the ex- 
penses on the shipment of the ores had beca paid —Mr. Harpy, jun., said 
all, except the charges of landing. 

Alderman Coretann continued.—In that case he thought the directors 
could have made a dividend this day, and payable ist March or April. He 
was surprised, when he pared the t of capital, 490,000/., with that 
of the Santiago, only 70,0001., and the small dividends of the former, while 
ia the latter t had, in the course of one , paid 50s. per share.

quence of the matter having assumed a position from which it is 
not now likely to retrogade. 

We had intended to defer any remark on the question until next 
week, when we propose furnishing those statistical details which 
will guide the miner in arriving at conclusions as to the propriety 
of the proposed changes, the advance in the standard, in the 
past two months, being a proof in itself that we were per- 
fectly right in stating, that the miner was not getting a fair 
price for his ores. It is trae that the state of the money market 
must have had its influence on the copper trade, as well as in other 
cases, but we cannot think this was alone the cause to which the 
depreciation in the standard was to. be attributed; the evil is of 
deeper growth, and can only be eradicated by the determination of 
the miner, as seller of his produce, to be able to go into an open 
market, and have a fair price for his ores. He is as fully entitled 
to it as is the agriculturist \o the produce of the surface. Let him 

ut his own price upon it; if he be unreasonable in his demands 
* will find no purchasers, and the time will soon come round 
when he must comply with the reasonable offer of the capitalist, 
for we need hardly say, that, in most cases, the wniner looks with 
interest to the ticketing for the produce of sales to pay the coming

The state of the money market, for the past few months, has 
been such as seriously to affect public, as well as private under- 
takings, and none have perhaps had to combat more with the dif- 
ficulties which have presented themselves from the scarcity of 
money and the high rate of interest, than the several companies 
formed for constructing railways throughout the kingdom. When 
it is considered the numerous undertakings of this nature, the 
amount of capital required, the vast extent of their operations, and 
the progress made during this period, it becomes a matter of sur- 
prise that they should have been enabled to carry out so success- 
fully as has been done the numerous projects, or raised the vast sums 
of money required for the several purposes. The amount of 
capital (exclusive of loans or new shares) yet remaining to be called 
for by the several companies enumerated in the statement copied 
into our columns of the 11th inst., is 9,773,500/., which is consider- 
ably less than that expended during the past twelve months, and 
alone sufficient to give some idea of the magnitude of undertakings 
of this nature, and the influence which a scarcity of money must 
necessarily have on the prices of shares and the feelings of 
proprietors. 

One of the consequences attendant on the state to which we have 
adverted, will be found in our report of the proceedings at the meet- 
ing of proprietors of the “ London and Brighton Railway Company,” 
held on Thursday last, when Mr. Trovur (who appears to hold him- 
self in higher estimation than does his co-proprietors) raised man 
frivolous objections, which, we presume, could only have emanate 
from the cause to which we have referred, his objections being 
readily explained away by the chairman, while the unanimous opi- 
nion of the meeting was against him. We can well imagine

SMELTING OF COPPER ORES—IRISH MINES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sra,—The communications of ‘‘ A Miner,"’ suggesting the formation 
of a ‘ Free Miners’ Smelting Establishment,’’ are become very interest- 
ing, as they seem to be approaching the practical development of some 
immediate plan of action for the protection of the miner; and, I trust, 
the proposed committee will soon be at work. 

The contemplated intention of two extensive mining companies, to 
smelt their own ores, would doubtless secure to them the value of 
their produce, in the first instance, and at the lowest smelting costs, as 
also all the other advantages derivable from the business, but, above all, 
would have a most beneficial effect, generally, on the ore market, by 
throwing the present smelting companies, in a great measure, back upon 
their former sources of supply, thereby at once creating competition, and 
consequently increased prices. But, as a regular supply of poorer ores 
will be required for the necessary mixture in the process of smelting, |

Cornwall, or near the mines, together with the immediate connection and 
ownership in several principal mines by the smelting companies, must 
always influence and operate against any change in the mode of disposing 
of these ores; so that it might be necessary for the companies alluded to 
to go into the Cornish market, unless some other arrangement be entered 
into, which should always have reference to the protection of the miner. 

“A. B. C.,” in his letter in the Mining Journal, of the 18th instant, 
evidently taking shelter behind the complications and mysteries of the 
copper trade, sceks to defend the existing unfair monopoly (as respects 
the prices paid for ore, in proportion to the demand and price for copper), 
and to discourage the formation of a new smelting company, « 
that the various statements and calculations which have appeared in your 
valuable Journal are ‘‘ preposterously ridiculous,’ and ‘ wide of the 
mark."’ I need only refer to one portion of a ‘A Miner's "’ communi- 
cation, respecting the calculation of returning charges, in reference to the 
overweight in ore received by smelters, to show, that at least here 
“A. B.C." is himself ‘‘ wide of the mark ;"’ and unless he favours as 
with some practical proof of the correctness of his premises, I think it 
will tarn out that his observations are ‘‘ preposterously ridiculous,”’ and

on the amelter, who ought to have shoulders very broad indeed, to bear 
the whole weight of the accusations against him. I mention this ia li- 
mine, to express a hope that, ia the consideration of the workings of the tin 
trade, your correspondents, av well as yourself, may treat the subject rather 
with reference to the facta that may be elicited, than by broad assertions or 
petulant feeling.

Have they not been 
purchased by two of the largest existing companies (one of which has been in 
the trade for very many years), and, just before their purchasing the ‘‘ English 
Company's" works, had considerably enlarged theirjown works, by which 
they were enabled to smelt upwards of 1000 tons of ore per week, and make 
more than 100 tons of copper? The other company, not long before their 

rchasing the Crown Company's works, bad, ia addition to their old works, 

iit new works, which enabled them to smelt more than avy other company. 
Would all this be done in the face of a state of trade well known to be un- 
profitable ? The copper trade is, and has been, a profitable one—and why 
should it not be? Latterly it has been admitted to be profitable, but then the 
capital which is necessary has been represented to be so enormous! This, 
however, as well as the other fret is capable of explanation.

LEAD MINES—NORTH WALES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 
Sin,—The great information diffased weekly in your valuable ’ 
with reference to mining discoveries, desires me to solicit a small space, de- 
voted to a discovery of lead ore, made in this neighbourhood, viz. :—In 
November, 1818, an adit level was commenced (near the town of Fiiat, for 
the drainage of Halkin mountain) by the present Marquis of Westminster, 
which was continued by him till the year 1822, when it was leased out to a 
company, together with his lordship’s mineral lands in that district, and 
continued working until 1837, when it was abandoned ; it was resumed again 
in 1848, ander the ma meat of Mr. Absalom Benoetts, of Cornwall, who 
has been successful in discovering, on the 2d January, a most splendid lode 
of lead ore, three feet wide, in limestone.
